EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Recent experiments made in France 
show that trichine are killed by 
freezing, but as it is necessary in or- 
der to make the matter safe to bring 
the meat to a temperature of 30 de- 
grees below zero, it does not seem 
likely that the process will ever be 
made of any practical value in treat- 
ing pork unless the refrigerating pro- 
cess of shipping meats should come 
into general use. Tho experiments 
referred to were made witha view of 
the great American packing houses to 
overcome the scruples of the French 
sanitary experts. 


Notwithstanding the enormous out- 
flow of population from Europe, and 
the simple if not scanty diet of the 
poorer masses that remain, the prob- 
lem of food supply is already a serious 
one. The increase of population is 
about 3,000,000 a year, while the an- 
nual food product is only equal to 11 
months’ consumption. The rest, ag- 
gregating nearly 800,000 tons of meat 
and 8,600,000 tons of grain, has to be 
imported. The chief deficit is in the 
British Islands, which have imported 
every year nearly 300,000,000 bushels 
of grain and 650,000 tons of meat. 


The Eureka Leader, in an article 
presenting the name of General Con- 
nor for Congress,concludes as follows : 
The nomination of General Connor 
will be practical proof that the Repub- 
leans of Nevada appreciate the fact, 
and will do their best in bringiog 
about such a result.

Impure French Brandy. 
Wasuincton, August 17. 
The July number of the Consular 
reports contains reports by Consul G. 


J. Gifford, of Lavochelle, on the falsi-- 


fication of brandy reports from Larvo- 
chelle, France, to the United States. 
The production of genuine brandy 
from white wine, in France, Gifford 
thinks, has substantially ceased on ac- 


count of the failure of the vine. The 
greater part of the brandy now sold 
is prepared from alcohol obtained 
from grain, potatoes or beets. Coin- 
cident with the failure of the white 
wine crop, has appeared large quanti- 
ties of alcohol in some parts of France 
adjacent to the white wine producing 
sections of the country. Most of it is 
coming from Germany. This impor- 
tation of alcohol he says increases 
from year to year, and ia now 46 per 
cent. greater than in 1880. Gifford 
closes his report as follows: All 
French brandy might properly, and 
perhaps ought to be excluded from 
the United States on sanitary grounds. 
There is a strong presumption against 
the purity of a large part of it, and it 
is unfortunately almost impossible to 
detect fraud by chemical analysis, es- 

cially where the various mixtures 
now employed are piped through the 
still] The reputation of a few of 
the great houses that now place 
on the market only what they draw 
from their own stocks accumulated 
before 1879, might be of sufficient 
guaraotee of purity of the merchandise. 
But even with respect to them it may 
be said that they dose their brandies 
with caramels and other substances in 
order to adopt them to the tastes of 
their English aod American cus- 
tomers, They would never venture 
to send to the United States a strictly 
pure brandy as it comes trom the still. 
for our amateurs would regard it as 
harsh and inferior and perhaps a falsi- 
fied article. In any case these houses 
could hardly be expected by name 
from the operation of such measures 
as might be taken to protect the pub- 
lic health. General measures exclu- 
ding the article entirely, would seem, 
therefore, to be the only effective de- 
fense against the admission of an arti- 
cle for which our people pay one or 
two million dollars a year besides the 
import duty, which in the case of an 
impure article is over 100 per cent. of 
the invoice value.
